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Michigan Supreme 
Court rules in favor 


of Visteon over bonds

On Friday, the Michigan Supreme Court 
announced it was denying Van Buren 
Township’s request to appeal the May 16, 
2017 judgment by the Court of Appeals in 
favor of Visteon. 

On Oct. 9, the Supreme Court heard oral 
arguments on the application for leave 
to appeal and VBT officials have been 
waiting ever since for a decision. 

The Supreme Court order dated March 
8 said arguments were considered and 
denied, “there being no majority in favor 
of granting leave to appeal or taking other 
action.” The vote was 3-3 to approve, so 
without a majority, it failed. 

Chief Justice Pro Tem David Viviano 
wrote a 12-page statement of dissent on 
the order, joined by Chief Justice Bridget 
Mary McCormack, with Justice Richard 
Bernstein saying he would reverse the 
judgment of the Court of Appeals. 

Voting to deny were Justices Stephen 
Markman, Brian Zahra, and Elizabeth 
Clement. 

Justice Megan Cavanagh did not 
participate in the disposition of this case 
because the Court heard the oral arguments 
and considered it before she assumed 
office. 

Van Buren Township Supervisor Kevin 
McNamara said Justice Kurtis Wilder, who 
was not reelected in November, recused 
himself from the case before being voted 
out. McNamara said Wilder was looking 
at a job with Butzel Long law firm if not 
reelected and Butzel Long is VBT’s law 
firm. He said it would be illegal, however, 
for Wilder to discuss the case with the 
Butzel Long lawyers on the VBT case. 

Supervisor McNamara said it is the 
township board’s decision whether to refile 
the case, but he will recommend to the 
board not to refile.

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Belleville High School Athletics Hall of Fame inducts 11 into first class 


The first 11 inductees into the new 
Belleville High School Athletics Hall of 
Fame were honored Jan. 18 at halftime of 
the boys’ basketball game. Their photos 
have been displayed on a wall at BHS. 

Those honored were: 

e Peg Curtis, who was the softball 
coach at BHS for 39 years, and in that 
time won 14 League Championships, 17 
District Championships, three Regional 
Championships, and the only two State 
Championships in BHS history in 1983 
and 1984. These teams were the first 
softball teams to win back-to-back State 
Championships in Michigan. She is also 
a member of the Michigan High School 
Softball Coaches Hall of Fame and BHS’ 
softball field was named after her in 2016. 

e Mike Garland, who was both an 
outstanding student athlete and coach at 
BHS, played basketball from 1969-72, 
was a two-year football varsity starter at 
quarterback and also ran the 400-meter 
his senior year in track. His skills in 
basketball lead to a full athletic scholarship 
at NMU. He returned to BHS in 1977 to 
begin his basketball coaching career. He 
was selected as the 1993-94 Associated 
Press Michigan High School Coach of the 
Year, the Michigan Mega Red Conference 
Coach of the Year, and the All-Suburban 
Coach of the Year. He won six Mega 
Red Conference Championships, four 
District Championships and one Regional 
Championship. Garland left BHS in 1996 
to become the Assistant Men’s Basketball 
Coach at Michigan State University where 
he still coaches. 

e Anne Maureen Gray was a 1993 
graduate of BHS, lettering in cross country 
and track 1989-93. As a freshman, at the age 
of 13, Anne won gold at the Wolverine “A” 
Conference Cross Country Championships, 
the first freshman to win the tournament. 
She earned a four-year athletic scholarship 
in cross country/track at DePaul University 
and earned several awards, including 1993- 
94 Newcomer of the Year for the Midwest 
Conference, Most Valuable Runner at 
DePaul for 1993-94 and 1996-97, and All- 
Conference First Team, Conference USA. 

e Harry Hidenfelter became BHS 
assistant varsity football coach in 1951 and 
earned his way to head coach in 1955. He 
held that position for 1955-63 while also 
coaching the varsity track team. As head 
coach of football in 1958, his team went 
undefeated (8-0) and won the Suburban Six 
League Championship. This team was also 
named “State Champs” by news outlets, as 
this was pre-playoffs. During his coaching 
years at BHS, he also assisted with the 
varsity basketball and varsity baseball 
teams. In 1963 Hidenfelter was named 
Athletic Director at BHS and he served in 
this capacity until 1976.

e Bob LaPointe coached football for a 
total of 28 seasons at a variety of schools 
(Wayne, Aquinas, Divine Child, Notre 
Dame, and Belleville). His overall record 
was 164 wins and 84 losses. He was the 
City of Dearborn Coach of the Year in 1974 
and 1975 and the Detroit Catholic League 
Coach of the Year in 1975. He was selected 
as the Michigan High School Football 
Coaches Association Class B Coach of the 
Year in 1975 and Class B Regional Coach 
of the Year in 1974, 1975, and 1976. He was 
Class A Regional Coach of the Year at BHS 
in 1993-95, 1997, and 2000. In 1975 he won 
the MHSAA Class B State Championship. 
He was inducted into the Michigan High 
School Football Coaches Association Hall 
of Fame in 2002. 

e Frank Nunley was a three-sport athlete 
while attending BHS from 1959-63, playing 
football, basketball, and baseball. He went 
on to play football at the U of M from 1964- 
66 where he was selected by the Associated 
Press as a First-Team Linebacker on its 1966 
All-Big Ten Conference Football Team. He 
was inducted into the U of M Athletic Hall 
of Honor in 1989. He was selected in the 
third round of the 1967 NFL draft by the 
San Francisco 49ers and remained with 
them for ten seasons, 1967-76. He helped 
lead the 49ers to consecutive appearances in 
the NFL championship games, losing both 
times to the Dallas Cowboys. 

e Keith Simons earned four-year varsity 
letters in football and wrestling at BHS, as 
well as two-year varsity letters in track. He 
played defensive tackle at the University of 
Minnesota and was the first-ever player to 
start all 44 consecutive games his freshman 
to senior year. He was All-Big 10 Second 
Team as a junior and All-Big 10 First Team 
as a senior and was captain all four years. 


He was a third-round draft pick in the NFL 
and played for the Kansas City Chiefs 
and the St. Louis Cardinals. He earned his 
bachelor of science from the University of 
Minnesota and worked for many years as 
a sales manager before becoming Director 
of Empowerment at Twin Cities RISE!, 
mentoring people with unique barriers to 
employment and as a motivational speaker. 

e Barry Susterka graduated from BHS 
in 1972. He was a diver all four years of 
high school: All Area all four years, League 
Champion 1971 and 1972, Western Wayne 
Champion all four years; qualified for State 
Championships all four years, placed third 
at State in 1972 and was All American in 
1972. He was team captain in 1971 and 
1972 and held team records for six dives, 
11 dives, and old pool record for six dives. 
He earned a bachelor of science degree at 
Eastern Michigan University and coached 
at the University of Wyoming 1978-85 and 
University of Kansas 1985. 

e Sam Vicchy came to Belleville in 1970 
after teaching and coaching swimming and 
water polo for nine years in Pennsylvania 
and Ohio. At BHS he coached both the 
men’s and women’s swimming teams for 
17 years total (17 with the boys, 10 with 
the girls) and finished with a win/loss 
record for the men’s team of 108-32 and the 
women’s team 120-6. Along with coaching 
swimming and diving, Vicchy also coached 
women’s cross country, women’s track, and 
women’s soccer at BHS. Besides his other 
honors, Vicchy was named Men’s Michigan 
Interscholastic Swimming Coach of the 
Year, Women’s Michigan Interscholastic 
Swimming Coach of the Year and was 
inducted into the MMHSCA Hall of Fame 
in 2016. 

e 1983 and 1984 Softball Teams, who 


won Class A State Championships back 
to back. The 1983 team roster: Coach Peg 
Curtis, Mia Bridges, Michelle LaMance, 
Judy Wisniewski, Kim Thick, Debbie 
Stull, Dawn Zajac, Nancy Wisniewski, 
Nancy Orr; Carrie Kobish, Sandy Mattson, 
Laurie Shreckengost, Tina Cicotte, Debbie 
Sumner, Jill Pense, Carol Wisniewski, 
Jane Kause.

At the induction ceremony each inductee 
was presented with a plaque and program 
by BHS Athletic Director Joe Brodie.

Republic Waste 
promises to do better 
in Sumpter Twp. 


After about 20 minutes of discussion at 
Tuesday’s Sumpter Township meeting, 
Scott Cabauatan from Republic Waste said, 
“This is not the service we want to deliver.” 
He said he started off in 2004 in Sumpter 
and, “It pains me to be up here today. I 
hope it’s the last time for this reason.” 

Cabauatan, Republic’s Municipal 
Manager for Southern Michigan and 
Northern Ohio, talked about the service 
concerns with trash pickup in Sumpter. 

“We did a great job until December and 
January,” he said, noting that they had 
issues with the weather and with drivers. 

Cabauatan said the shortage of CDL- 
licensed employees, sick time, and 
scheduled vacations put them behind. He 
said in the next three weeks they will have 
14-16 new, road-ready employees. 

“Hopefully we can right the ship without 
you having to call the township,” he said to 
the large crowd present. 

It was pointed out trash truck drivers 
were held to MDOT standards and have to 
have down time after certain shifts and can 
only work so many hours. 

Several people in the audience said they 
had to talk to people who never heard of 
Sumpter when they called in to complain 
about missed pickups. Cabauatan said 
Republic didn’t have a local complaint 
line, but had call services in Phoenix, 
Indianapolis, and South Carolina. 

Sumpter residents agreed to give them a 
chance to work things out.

At a recent board meeting in Sumpter 
Township, township attorney Rob Young 
said he had looked into curbside recycling 
for the township and recycling is no longer 
profitable for trash companies. 

He pointed to the way China has cut way 
back on the plastics it will accept which 
leaves recyclers with nowhere to send 
the items. Other reports say China was 
rejecting most of the plastic because the 
streams from the U.S. were contaminated. 

On March 4, Hometown Life published 
a story online about Westland having to 
send its curbside recycled items to the Van 
Buren Township landfill because recycling 
them was too expensive. 

The recycling center the city uses is 
ReCommunity in New Boston and that 
center on Feb. 1 increased the price of 
accepting recyclables from $18 a ton to $80 
a ton, which would cost the city $310,000 a 
year. That caused the city to search for an 
alternative. 

The Westland City Council considered 
sending its recycled material to an 
incinerator in Detroit, but voted it down 
last month after Westland residents and 
several residents in that part of Detroit 
complained. They are sending their 
recycling to the landfill at a cost of $28 a 
ton, but are urging residents to continue 
their recycling habits until they figure out 
something else to do. 

Reportedly, a task force at the Conference 
of Western Wayne is looking into the issue, 
which is affecting all the municipalities. 

We called Jennifer Price at Van Buren 
Township and she said she is aware of 
the situation in Westland, as well as 
everywhere across the country, but they 
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have had no information on the subject 
from Waste Management, which picks up 
VBT’s trash and recycling. 

“We have no information from Waste 
Management which makes me very 
nervous,” Price said on Monday. “It’s 
a very serious problem.” She is urging 
residents to pay special attention to what 
they put in recycling bins to make sure it 
is recyclable. 

On Tuesday, Belleville City Manager 
Diana Kollmeyer confirmed that Republic 
Waste, which services the city, has 
not alerted them to any problems with 
recycling.

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We are all party to the 
lies on recycling trash 


To the editor: 

We are all party of the house of lies. Every 
day we put out our trash. Millions of tons 
of trash goes to our dumps, landfills and 
incinerators to lie dormant for thousands 
of years. That’s okay, we’ll buy and make 
more, plenty of that to go around. 

But the kicker is those blue bins we 
put out, filled with what we think are 
recyclables. They use special trucks to pick 
up our shamed guilt. Seems like we try real 
hard to do what we think is right, but truth 
be told its all a lie. 

Up to a few years ago, China was our 
recyclable dump. Millions of tons went 
there; hell, they even paid for it. Great deal 
for all of us. A few years back, they stopped. 
Period. They claimed not only was the 
bulk of our waste products contaminated, 
they didn’t need our recyclables as they 
have plenty of their own. 

We as a nation, had it too good; so 
much so, we never bothered to find ways 
to control it ourselves. Sure there are a 
few plants here and there, but the cost of 
shipping there doesn’t make sense, so 
every location in America, is left hanging. 

Yup, that means us. In some places, they 
stacked waste up to and over 25’ bales.

Since nobody is bothering with the 
recyclables, lets just get it out in the open 
and quit paying for the separate waste 
bills. With most of the waste going to the 
landfill, why should we pay any difference? 
Please, don’t think I am against recycling; 
every week I put out clean, separated bins, 
thinking they were going to that special 
place upstate, where recyclables are put 
to pasture. Okay, I jest. Even now, I find 
the recyclable driver taking some of 
my recyclables, and putting them in my 
rubbish cart. 

Wait, what? The truth is that we have no 
place to put it; itis by far cheaper to dump it 
or burn it. Oh great, more carbon footprint. 
Can’t have it both ways, folks. Making new 
bottles, plastics and paper is by far cheaper 
than trying to recycle it. And, don’t bother 
going to your government officials about 
it; they are helpless like us. We cannot 
make private industry take our end waste. 
Local governments should take the steps to 
remove any additional costs of “recycling” 
and put the trash where it is going to end 
up anyway. 

Now, the billion dollar question; what, if 
anything can I do? For now, not much. You 
can try to make your purchases smarter, 
making sure to use paper or bio-degradable 
plastics. Buy your foods and drinks in 
cans. Try peaceful lobbying to ask for 
better packaging and even products from 
your suppliers. We simply need to invest in 
finding ways to create affordable recycling. 
This is what all of us must do. In the end, 
we, whether business or homes, will pay 
the price for the futures of our wastes, 
which, by the way, is what we needed to 
do all along.

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VBT DDA agrees 
to take on fifth outdoor 
sculpture for this year

In the last three years, the Van Buren 
Township Downtown Development 
Authority placed four outdoor sculptures 
along Belleville Road, but this year it will 
be adding a fifth sculpture. 

At its regular meeting Feb. 26, the DDA 
voted unanimously to take on another 
sculpture to place in the DDA district, at a 
total cost not to exceed $10,500. 

In her report to the DDA, Assistant DDA 
Director Lisa Lothringer said, “The City of 
Belleville has respectfully asked us to take 
on the fifth sculpture to allow the program 
to continue. 

“At this time, they are unable to continue 
to fund the placement of six sculptures in 
their boundaries,” she said. A total of at 
least 10 sculptures cuts the total price. 

The cost for the DDA portion of the 
display will cover five sculptures, rental of 
foundation pads, and installation. 

“We anticipate this 50/50 collaboration 
not to exceed $10,500,’ she said. 
“Insurance coverage for the sculptures 
is provided by MMRMA [the township’s 
insurance company].” 

In other business at the 27-minute, Feb. 
26 meeting the DDA: 

e Approved co-sponsorship of Public 
Safety Day in an amount not to exceed 
$10,000 with the stipulation that DDA 
funding would not subsidize wages or 
fringes, but rather contribute to marketing, 
promotional items, and other necessities. 
The 2019 event, in cooperation with the 
Public Safety Department, is scheduled for 
Saturday, Sept. 14, from 10 a.m. to 2 p.m. 
at Menards south parking lot. Lothringer 
said the event allows the DDA to showcase 
“Downtown Van Buren”; 

e Heard DDA Executive Director 
Susan Ireland announced that the final 
completion of the overpass and walkway 
along Belleville Road and over I-94 will be 
in the spring when 50 trees and 25 shrubs 
are to be installed. The gateway sign, that 
was damaged, has been completed again 
and will be delivered. Also, DTE began

At issue was whether the claim was not 
“ripe” because the township had yet to 
lose any money from the shortfall in tax 
funds from Visteon to pay the bonds. That 
shortfall will begin in October. 

Both the Circuit Court and Appeals Court 
agreed that VBT can refile the complaint 
when a shortfall actually occurs. 

In 2002, Visteon Corporation entered into 
discussions with VBT about the possibility 
of locating its national headquarters in the 
township. It was to be built in VBT’s new 
Local Development Finance Authority 
District (LDFA). 

In 2003, VBT issued over $28 million 
in bonds to assist in the construction of 
Visteon’s headquarters, known as “Visteon 
Village.” VBT projects that property-tax 
revenue from the LDFA District would 
cover the costs of bond issuance. 

By 2006, tax revenues from the LDFA 
District were lower than projected, so 
VBT issued new bonds in order to advance 
refund a portion of the original bonds. 
This allowed Visteon more time to pay 
the principal on the original bonds. As a 
result, VBT was able to temporarily avoid 
a shortfall, which was not having sufficient 
funds to make the bond payments. 

Then in 2009, Visteon filed for 
bankruptcy. VBT filed an unsecured claim 
to recover unpaid amounts from earlier tax 
abatement agreements. In 2010, the parties 
entered into a settlement agreement, which 
provided that VBT would significantly 
lower Visteon Village’s assessed taxable 
value. In exchange, Visteon agreed to pay 
Visteon’s unsecured claim (which VBT 
subsequently sold for about $5.7 million). 

The settlement agreement also contained 
the following provision, the meaning of 
which was now in dispute: 

“ Section 3. Bond Payments 

“Visteon acknowledges that the Township 
assisted Visteon in the construction of 
the Village through the issuance by the 
Township of certain bonds supported by 
the full faith and credit of the Township, 
the proceeds of which were used to help 
construct the Village. To the extent that the 
property tax payments made by Visteon to 
the Township, including payments made 
by Visteon to the Township pursuant to

Section 2.2, are inadequate to permit the 
Township to meet its payment obligations 
in respect to that portion of the bonds 
that were used to help fund the Village, 
Visteon hereby agrees to negotiate with 
the Township in good faith to determine 
the amount of the shortfall with respect to 
those bonds and make a non-tax payment, 
payment in-lieu-of-tax, (PILOT) to the 
Township to assist the Township in making 
timely payments on the bonds.” 

Visteon emerged from bankruptcy later 
that year. 

In 2013, VBT retained Public Financial 
Management (PFM) to conduct a cash-flow 
analysis to determine VBT’s ability to pay 
on the bonds. In its report, PFM predicted 
that a shortfall ranging from $23.7 million 
to $36.4 million would occur sometime 
between 2017 and 2018. (Because VBT 
used the payments made by Visteon 
pursuant to the settlement agreement, as 
well as the funds obtained by the sale of 
the unsecured claim, to pay a portion of the 
interest on the bond, the shortfall is now 
projected to occur in 2019.) 

Based on the report, VBT demanded 
that Visteon enter into negotiations to 
determine Visteon’s payment obligations 
under the agreement with respect to the 
projected shortfall. Visteon met with 
VBT but argued that it had no obligation 
to negotiate until VBT experienced an 
actual shortfall and, even in the event of 
a shortfall, Visteon argued that it may not 
owe VBT any amount under the contract. 

VBT filed suit, seeking both a declaratory 
judgment and damages for breach of 
contract. As to the declaratory judgment 
claim, VBT asked that the court “adjudicate 
the Parties’ rights and obligations under 
the Settlement Agreement” and “enter a 
declaration that Visteon is responsible for 
payment of any shortfall...” 

As to the breach of contract claim, 
VBT asserted that Visteon breached the 
agreement by “(i) refusing to negotiate the 
amount of the bond debt service shortfall 
in good faith and (ii) failing to provide — 
or commit to provide — the Township with 
funds to pay for any shortfall with the bond 
debt service payments.” 

VBT also claimed “anticipatory 
repudiation,” pointing to certain statements 
made by Visteon indicating that Visteon 
did not believe it owed plaintiff anything 
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under the agreement. 

Visteon filed a motion for summary 
disposition, arguing that VBT’s claims 
were not ripe. Visteon argued that VBT’s 
claims rested upon a hypothetical future 
shortfall, so no actual controversy presently 
existed. The trial court agreed and granted 
summary disposition in Visteon’s favor. 

The Court of Appeals affirmed the circuit 
court’s decision and added: “... In fact, 
defendant is not obligated to perform until 
after two conditions have been met: (1) a 
shortfall has occurred, and (2) property 
taxes paid by defendant are inadequate for 
plaintiff to pay that portion of the bonds 
that was used to fund the Village. This 
second condition cannot be met until after 
the shortfall has occurred and the parties 


have determined the amount due.” 

Visteon sold its headquarters in 2012 to 
the New York real estate firm Sovereign 
Partners LLC for $81.1 million. Visteon 
had expected to have 4,000 employees 
on its 263-acre Visteon Village campus. It 
now is a tenant there with fewer than 1,000 
employees. 

In 2018, Visteon reported net income of 
$162 million on revenue of $3 billion. 

Kaveh Kashef, the township’s lead 
attorney on the lawsuit who moved from 
the Clark Hill law firm to Butzel Long last 
year, got a raise effective Aug. 1 from $300 
to $375 an hour. 

VBT has announced it has put money 
aside to meet the Visteon bond payments.

Materials are being 
delivered regularly in anticipation of a 
break in the weather to begin construction 
in earnest, she said;

This was the second year for Belleville to 
host an event, and it was one of five district 
events going on simultaneously around 
the state. Teams came from as far away 
as Midland and Kentwood and as close as 
Carleton and Canton to participate. 

The theme of this year’s competition 
is “Deep Space,” inspired by the 50" 
anniversary of the Apollo 11 moon landing 
on July 20, 1969. The object of this year’s 
game is to leave the starting habitat 
platform, place hatches on both a rocket 
ship and a cargo ship, load cargo into the 
both rocket and cargo ships, and return 
to the habitat before the two-and-a-half- 
minute game clock expired. 

The game requires teams to consider 
building a robot which might weigh up 
to 150 pounds that could both descend 
from and climb onto the elevated habitat 
platforms. Additionally, the robots might 
handle plastic disks which form the ship 
hatches as well as 13” playground balls 
which become the ships’ cargo when 
loaded in place. 

Matches are played between two three- 
team alliances. During the qualification 
round, these alliances change every match, 
and teams could play on the same alliance 
in one match and on opposite alliances in 
the next. 

Eighty qualification matches are played, 
and each team participates in 12 matches. 
After all qualification matches are 
complete, the top-ranking teams become

the captains of eight playoff alliances and 
select two other teams to play with them in 
a best-of-three format playoff round. 

The Belle Voxel-Bots (Team 6615 
from Belleville) finished qualification 
play in 35™ place and were not selected 
to participate in the playoffs. When all 
of the playoff matches were completed, 
the alliance of Code Red Robotics (Team 
5567 from Milan High School), Dreadbots 
(Team 3656 from Dexter High School), and 
MC Hammers (Team 7656 from Michigan 
Center High School) prevailed to secure 
the district championship. 

The Belle Voxel Bots will participate in 
their second district competition at Lincoln 
High School on March 22-23. An opening 
ceremony precedes matches on both days, 
usually starting at 10:30 a.m. on Friday and 
9 a.m. on Saturday. Matches typically start 
around 11 a.m. and conclude around 7 p.m. 
on Friday. On Saturday, matches begin at 
9:30 a.m. and finish around 12:30 p.m. 
with playoff selection and playoff rounds 
concluding around 5 p.m. Admission to all 
FIRST district events is free, and all events 
are open to the public.

$142,000, another year on contract

After unanimously praising School Supt. 
Pete Kudlak’s work at Monday’s regular 
meeting, the Van Buren Public Schools 
Board of Education 
voted to raise his pay 
to $142,000 and to 
extend his contract for 
an additional year — to 
June 30, 2022. 

He will be beginning 
his third year at Van 
Buren this summer. A 
His salary for the 2017- Kudlak 
18 school year was $132,600 and for the 
2018-19 school year, $140,000. 

Under the contract, unless the school 
board makes a decision on the term of the 
contract by June 1, another year will be 
automatically added. 

“I think you’ve done a lot since you’ ve 
been here,” said School Board President 
Keith Johnston, pointing out he is involved 
in the community and some growth is 
being shown in test scores. 

“T really do appreciate your dedication to 
the district,” Johnston said. 

Board member Amy Pearce said one 
of the things that impressed her was that 
nothing was a surprise to him. When she 
brings up issues, she said, he tells her that 
he is aware of the issue and he is working 
on it. 

“He really has his finger on the pulse of 
each of our buildings, and I don’t know 
how that happens,” she said. 

Johnston said he no longer needs to go 
to Meijer’s to have people tell him about 
problems at the school. He just goes to 
Kudlak and he becomes informed. 

Board Secretary Darlene Loyer Gerick 
said it is noticed by the community that he 
goes to everything. She also said people 
feel comfortable coming up to him to talk, 
if only to say hello. 

Board Treasurer Simone Pinter said 
everything she has heard in the community 
or from the staff about this superintendent 
is positive, for a change. 

“T’ve never heard a negative thing about 


you,” she said to Kudlak. 

Treasurer Susan Featheringill said people 
in the community have told her the board 
made a good choice in choosing this 
superintendent. 

Johnston said the pay proposed is about in 
the middle of the pack for superintendents, 
“But, he’s above the middle of the pack...” 

Featheringill made the motion, 
supported by Pinter, and the motion passed 
unanimously. Board member Calvin 
Hawkins was absent from the meeting. 

“I love being here,” Supt. Kudlak said. 
“It’s a great community. The building 
administrators are fantastic.” 

Featheringill said the staff is looking out 
for him. 

Board member Pearce joked that she 
would like him try to have not so many 
snow days next year and the rest of the 
board laughed. 

In other business at Monday’s meeting, 
the board: 

e Approved the new Tiger logo and Paw 
logo as proposed by a committee that 
has been meeting since October. Debbie 
McWilliams collected tiger logos from 
around the country, including those for 
high schools, colleges, and businesses. 
The committee decided how real and how 
ferocious they wanted the district’s tiger 
to look. They considered different orange 
colors and different fonts for the lettering.

Also honored were their coaches and 
athletic director; 

e Approved hiring Samantha Tanana for 
the Edgemont Elementary Resource Room 
as of March 11; 

e Heard parent Angela Mears ask if 
students are going to have to go to school 
on Good Friday to make up for a snow day. 
Supt. Kudlak said the district had 11 snow 
days and were allowed six. Three were 
forgiven and he still doesn’t know if the 
district will have to make up the rest. There 
are moves in the legislature to forgive 
days lost under the Governor’s emergency 
proclamation and/or to allow hours to be 
counted instead of days.

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VBT changes fireworks ordinance to agree with new state law

Van Buren Township Police Chief Jason 
Wright explained to the VBT Board of 
Trustees that the state law on fireworks 
changed in the lame duck legislature last 
December, so the township has to change 
its ordinance to reflect the new state law. 

The number of days consumer fireworks 


second and final reading at the Dec. 5 board 
meeting, becomes effective with today’s 
publication in the newspaper of record. 
The new law states, under Consumer 
Fireworks: “No person shall ignite, 
discharge or use consumer fireworks in 
the township except on the following days 
after 11 a.m. and in accordance with the 
Michigan Fireworks Safety Act, Public Act 


are allowed are cut from about 30 days to 
about 13. 

Disobeying the Fireworks Safety Act 
is now a municipal civil infraction with 
a fine up to $1,000 and the VBT Public 
Safety Department gets $500 of each fine 
collected for each violation since it is 
responsible for enforcing this law, with the 
state getting the other $500.

e Approved a budget amendment to the 
Supervisor/Assessing offices and a job 
description for a full-time Confidential 
Administrative Assistant at $43,000 a year 
plus benefits. Current Assessing Clerk 
Kathy Cline will retire in April, so they 
are combining that part-time position with 
the supervisor’s part-time confidential 
secretary position with an increase of 
$11,518 to the general fund budget. The 
position is being posted; and 

e Approved an amendment to the budget 
and posting for the new position of 
Executive Assistant to the Public Services 
Director at a salary of $52,000 ($84,947.76 
with benefits). This employee is designated 
to fill the work gaps in the departments 
of public services, water and sewer, and 
building and planning. At the work/ 
study meeting on March 4, the position 
was discussed as being for intern Grace 
Stamper, but after much discussion by the 
time it got to the regular board meeting 
the next day it was announced the position 
would be posted. The position is said to 
save the township $28,055 due to less use 
of McKenna Management and Office Time 
and other savings.

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Belleville DDA hears reports on its 
marketing grants to local groups

The Belleville Downtown Development 
Authority invited groups they gave grants 
to in 2018 to send representatives to tell 
the DDA how they spent the grants, which 
totaled $7,500. 

The $1,500 grant each was supposed 
to be spent on marketing and promoting 
Belleville’s downtown. The reports are in 
advance of decisions on 2019 funding. 

Paul Henning, executive director of the 
Belleville Area Chamber of Commerce 
said they had less than a perfect Winter 
Fest in December.

The DDA’s money was for Winter Fest. 

The Animal Magic show was planned 
under a tent, but the heater for the tent 
didn’t perform as hoped, Henning said. He 
said the Animal Magic show was held in 
the Chamber of Commerce offices. 

He said 3,000 people came out and stood 
in the rain for the light parade. 

“Your money bought a full-page ad in 


the Independent and directional signs were 
made up,” he said, adding it also paid for a 
Winter Fest sign at Five points. He said the 
signs are reusable. The money also helped 
with the coloring book for children. 

He said the adult carriage rides were $5 
each in 2017, but in 2018 the price went up 
to $7.50 each, with children free. He said 
because of the rain they didn’t have many 
rides in December. 

“The Christmas tree thing last year didn’t 
go well,” Henning said. “We won’t do it 
this year.” 

DDA secretary Denise Baker asked about 
the ice sculptures. She said she’s had ice 
sculptures for five years and for only two 
years did they survive more than a day or 
two. 

“It’s kind of disappointing,” Baker said. 

“We talked about discontinuing them, but 
people like them,” Henning said. 

“One year they lasted into January,”

(d) July 5, if that date is a Friday or Saturday, until 11:45 PM 
(e) The Saturday and Sunday immediately preceding Labor Day until 11:45 PM on each of those days. 


Any person who violates this section shall be deemed responsible for a municipal civil infraction and assessed 
a civil fine of $1,000.00 for each violation. For each violation, $500.00 of the fine collected under this section shall 
be remitted to the Van Buren Township Department of Public Safety as the agency responsible for enforcing this

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Prosecutor approves 
eight felony counts 
against accused shooter

The Wayne County Prosecutor’s Office 
has approved eight felony charges against 
the man who allegedly shot another man 
in the chest just before 10 p.m. Feb. 5 in 
the parking lot of the Van Buren Township 
Walmart store. 

On Monday, Van Buren Township Police 
Lieutenant Charles Bazzy reported the 
charges are: 

e assault with intent to murder; 

e assault with attempt to do great bodily 
harm less than murder; 

e armed robbery; 

e felony assault; and 

e four counts of felony firearm. 

The 19-year-old Ypsilanti resident has 
been in custody in the Washtenaw County 
Jail on an unrelated charge and was slated 
for a court hearing Monday afternoon. 

Lt. Bazzy said if he is released, they will 
hold him for Wayne County charges. Lt. 
Bazzy expected a video arraignment on the 
charges from the Washtenaw County Jail to 
the 34" District Court. 

The suspect’s name will not be released 
until after he is officially arraigned. 

Lt. Bazzy said the charges were made 
possible due to the work of Det. John 
Bettendorf who talked to the victim and 
got him to cooperate. 

At the time of the shooting, Lt. Bazzy said 
the two men were sitting in the suspect’s 
car during an illegal transaction when the 
shooting occurred. The victim got out of 
the car, called 911 and ran into the Walmart 
grocery store entrance for help. 

Walmart employees and VBT responders 
rendered aid before the ambulance arrived. 
The victim was taken to a hospital and Lt. 
Bazzy said he is “fine for all intents and 
purposes.” At the time the victim refused 
to cooperate with police.

activities between Christmas and Easter 
and that would be a more logical time for 
ice sculptures. 

Bill Wolters, president of the Belleville 
Central Business Community, got up to 
report on the $1,500 the CBC got as a 
grant. It was to be used for Harvest Fest, 
Booville, Santa photos in 2018, and Flop E 
Bunny in 2019. 

Wolters said he just follows whatever 
CBC Event Coordinator Janet Millard says 
to do and said Millard wrote up a report. 
He handed the report to City Manager 
Diane Kollmeyer to read. Part of the report 
listed the advertisements purchased with 
the grant to market the downtown. 

He said the only thing the CBC couldn’t 
do was the Mutt Walk because of rain. 

He said the Flop E Bunny now will have 
all ages let in to hunt for the candy all at 
once, in waves, except for the very little 
ones who will be off to the side. 

He said they couldn’t have the Music 
Lakeside and Taste of Belleville together 
in 2018 as planned because of the weather 
and they will try it again this year with the 
food from 6 to 8 p.m. and the music after 
that. 

Councilman Fielder said there were 400 
photos with Santa, with kids and pets. This 
year they added special-needs people and 
there were eight to ten of them. 

Joan Bodnar reported on the grant to the 
National Strawberry Festival. She said the 
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money was used to offset giving businesses 
on Main Street free space in front of their 
businesses instead of charging them $550 
per space. She said 13 got free spaces two 
years ago and five got free spaces last year. 

She said the CBC had the most crafters 
they ever had and “the best” crafters 
last year. She anticipates another “best 
festival,” she said. 

Bodnar said one business wanted a clear 
walkway in front of its business so it could 
continue to serve its customers, so the 
festival left an open space in front of that 
business. 

DDA chairwoman Rosemary Loria said 
the money was supposed to be spent for 
“marketing the downtown.” She said the 
DDA asked for a report on how the festival 
used the money for marketing. 

Bodnar said they marketed the festival 
with a program book, website, and two 
radio stations. 

“It was supposed to be for marketing of 
the downtown. Not to help the businesses 
on Main Street,” Loria said. 

No one was present to report on the grant 
given to the Belleville Area Council for the 
Arts for Music Lakeside 2018 or the grant 
to the Belleville Area Museum / Historical 
Society for Harvest Fest, Booville, and the 
holiday season in 2018. It was announced 
Museum Director Katie Dallos was out 
on sick leave and is expected back the 
following week. She and someone from 
BACA are expected to give reports at the 
March 20 DDA meeting.
